These letters were formerly in the possession of Charles Tennant, 
and were published by him in facsimile in “A Your through Parts of 
the Netherlands, Holland, Germany, Switzerland, Savoy and France in 
the year 1821-2, by Charles Tennant Esq : also containing in an Appen- 
dix Fac-simile Copies of Eight Letters in the handwriting of Napoleon 
Bonaparte to his wife Josephine.” 


Tennant states that ‘the received the letters from a Polish gentleman, 
who was one of Napoleon’s confidential agents: he is believed to have 
acquired them from a servant at Malmaison, who took them from a 
drawer there after Josephine’s death. 


The latest French edition of the letters is that edited by Dr. Léon 
Cerf, Paris, 1929: they have been translated into English by H. F. 
Hall, F.R.Hist.S., Napoleon’s Letters to Josephine, 1901.
